Positive Reaction D oes N ot 
A lw ays M ean Student 
Has T. B. 


Under the supervision of th e city 
health departm ent, 180 Seniors at 
Salem H igh school were tested dur­ 
ing the past week for tuberculosis. 
Results yesterday disclosed 18 posi- 
tim e reactors, or IO per cent. 
In addition to the Seniors, about 
IO other selected cases of previous 
reactors were tested. 
H ealth 
board officials, exp lain ­ 
ing for th e benefit of p arents who 
may be unduly 
alarm ed, 
th a t a 
positive reaction does not 
n eces­ 
sarily m ean the student h as “T .B ,” 
issued the following statem ent: 
“The older concepts of tubercu­ 
losis were th at everyone had the 
germ s of tuberculosis in their body 
in youth, and in som e persons th is 
later becam e active. 
Our present 
day concept is that those who are 
exposed directly to people w ho have 
active tuberculosis, becom e infer* 
ed with the germ, and th is is a. 
a very early age. 
‘‘For this reason all children of 
the first grade are tuberculin te st­ 
ed, in order to find the active cases 
in the homes. This is called 
the 
primary infection, and does rem ain 
quiescent or dorm ant. 
Later 
at 
about 
adolescence 
the 
.secondary, 
or active stage breaks out as a re­ 
sult of the prim ary infection, plus 
som e other debilitating disease or 
general run down physical con d i­ 
tion. 
For tills reason all Seniors 
in High school are asked to take 
the tuberculin test. 
W hen a Senior has a positive re­ 
action to the test. it does not m ean 
that he has an 
active 
case 
of 
tuberculosis, but it does m ean that 
he has had a prim ary infection. 
‘ All cases that have a positive 
reaction are then X -rayed to d e­ 
termine w hether or not there is any 
activity. 
If th e 
X -ray 
picture 
is 
negative, the case is com pleted, but 
if there is an y suspicion of activ­ 
ity then a 
chest 
exam ination is 
given by a com petent specialist in 
chest diseases. 
“T his work is done in th e city by 
the health 
departm ent 
and the 
school nurse, while the tuberculin 
testing 
m aterial.

GREECE 
Warships Land 
100,000 Men 
and Equipment 


Official Denial Expected from Both Greece 
And Britain, Although Diplomats Re­ 
port Seeinq Army Arrive 


(By A ssociated P ress) 
BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Mardi 15.— Nearly 100,000 
British soldiers were said by neutral diplomats arriving from 
Athens at noon today to have disembarked with mechanized 
equipment in a southern Greek port. 
At the same time it was learned an official denial of 
such disembarkation would be put out within the next 21 
hours by both the British and the Greeks. 
Nazi Fighters Active 
These reports coincided with increased activity at Bul­ 
garian airports, where hundreds of Nazi fighters, bomber 
and transport planes were wheeled out— ready for instant 
action—as German circles asserted the Balkan crisis was 
"reaching a critical stage.”
